| Day, viz. Rom. 12. 1. I beſeech you, Brethren, by the Merc ies of God, 
| that ye preſent your Bodies a Living Sacrifice, Holy, Acceptable to God, 

| which i vn Reaſanable Serie. 
| Which Words having firſt explain'd in general, I then proceeded to 
| conſider in particular, „ TU POE AUMTT 
J. The Force of thePrelace, couch'd in theſe words, 1 beſeech you, Bre- 
thren, by the Mercies ef God; he very Name, Brethren, being 2 
Term moſt pathetick and moſt winning, and the Mercies of God. 
moſt proper to perſwade; foraſmuch as they are ſo excellent, that if 
the Angels themſelves were to preach to us, and invite us to the Be- 
lief of the Goſpel, and the Practice of the Holy Precepts therein, they 
could not (in their Perſwaſtve:) fly higher. than thoſe tranſcendent

III. and laſtly, The ſtrong Motive or Argument by him urg d herein, via. 
That this is a Reaſonable (or Rational) Service. 


On theſe Heads I enlarg'd ; ſhewing both the great Duty here requir'd 
| of us Chriſtians, and the bleſſed Reward attending the faithful Perfor- 
mance of it ; our Defects wherein ſhould therefore be carefully made up 
by Faith, Repentance, and Amendment of Life, which are Graces we 
| ought earneſtly to pray for, it ever we deſire, or can expect, to have 
| our Sins pardon'd here, and our Souls eternally ſav'd hereafter. 

On the laſt Lord's Day, the 24th inſtant, I preach'd again to them, 
vir. in the Forenoon, upon part of the firſt Leſſon for that Morning- 
| Service, Gem. I. 27. So God created Man in his own Image; in the Image 
| of God created He him: Male and Female created He them. 
After a general Explanation of theſe words, I did (in a particular and 
diſtinct manner) diſcourſe upon the following Points, ariſing from 
thera, viz.

Having ſpoken to each of thoſe Heads and Particulars, I drew from the Whole 
ſome few practical Inferences, ſuch as theſe ; which I ſhall here ſet down, with. 
out boing too curious in the Order of them. — — 
1ſt, That as God has thus manifeſted hit great Power, Wiſdom, and Goodnef; t,. 
mu, ſo we ought to admire, love, adore, and ſerve Him with all the Faculties 
and Powers of our Bodies, and of our Souls; which He has made for that very 
End and Purpoſe. wh, ; 
2dly, That as our Bodies are curiouſly fram' d, and have viſible Marks of God'; 
Infinite Power and Goodneſs ſtampt upon them, ſo we ſhould take a mighty care 
not to defile, abuſe, and debaſe them to the vile Drudgery of Sin, as Intempe- 
rance, Uncleanneſs, and the lite. . 


| 3dly, That as our Bodies are indued with a Rational Soul (an Immortal 

1 | Spirit) which is no leſs than the Breath of God, and is properly his own Image 

* | o we ſhould let theſe Souls of ours aſcend up unto Heaven, and fix upon the 

Contemplation of thoſe Divine Objects there, ſuitable to their Spiritual Nature; 
and never ſuffer them to ſtoop to the ſinful Enjoyments of Senſe, and the feculen 
and paultry Pleaſures of this Mortal Life. | 
4thly, That our Souls and Bodies being ſuch Monuments of the Divine Pomer, 
Wiſdom, and Goodneſs ;, we ſhould therefore frequently view and conſider them, 
and ſeriouſly reflect upon the wonderful Work of God in our Frame and Compoſi- 
tion, and not be ſuch Strangers to our ſelves, as we r are; but think 
our ſelves worthy of our own Thoughts, always remembring what we were made 
for, and endeavouring to attain the higheſt Improvements of our Nature, and 
take ſuch Obſervation of our own Failings, as to amend and rethifie (with all 
ſpeed) whatever is amiſs in 14, and do better for the future. vhs 

Ithly, That from the Conſideration of God's Power and Goodneſs in the Creation 
of Mankind, we may learn, How much we are bound to love every Man, and 
look upon him as our Brother, having the ſame Heavenly Father; and therefore 

ſhould deal juſtly and kindly with him at all times; and when we have been ſo 
unhappy, as to injure any one, either in his Body, Goods, or Name, make him all 
poſſible Amends and Reparation. But ſome Injuries there may be that are ir- 
reparable, as in the Caſe of Murder; which, becauſe no proportionable Repara- 
tion can be made for it, is certainly the greateſt and moſt heinous of all Injuries 

that can be offer d to Human Nature. — 

Sthly, and laſtly, That upon the whole, we ſhould impartially conſider now what 
our Condition will be hereafter, and what Account we muſt, in the other 
Life, render to God of the Talent He has imparted to us in this: What due 
Improvement we have made of our Time : How we have anſwer'd the great 
End of our Creation, Preſervation, and Redemption, and all other the Spiritual 
and Temporal Favours by Him continually confer'd upon us, whoſe Nature 
(with exception of all other viſible Creatures) He bas enobled with Reaſon aud 
Underſtanding, by which we are capacitated to comprebend Things of Religion, 

and rightly know and adore Him, in whom, and by whom, and from whom 
alone we live, and move, and have a Being here, and may obtain an 
Eternal Well-being hereafter. _ 

On theſe  enlarg'd; and in the Afternoon preach'd again to the Condemn'd, 
and others then preſent, and then took my Text out of the Epiſtle appointed for 
os Day, viz. 1 Cor. 9. the latter part of the 24th Verſe, So run that ye may |

To illuſtrate this Propoſition, and ſet the Text ftill in a clearer Light, I ſhew'd 
diſtinctly, | |

Viatores, or Travellers in this Vale of Tears. 


II. The Duty; which is, I hat we muſt Run our Race. And this implits both 


the Labour and Shortneſs of our Life here.

24ly, The Shortneſs ; ix that it is but a Race: A Place not very long,

III. The Manner to be obſervꝰd, and Means to be ud, in this our Chriſtian Race, 
thro the whole Courſe of our Life; which conſiſt chiefly in theſe two; viz.

2, A Right Diſpoſition in * A | 
IV. and iaftly, 1%e Mark ſet in our View for our Encouragement and Sup: 
15 port, which is, an immarctſcible and incorruptible Crown, that fadeth not 
away, reſerved in Heaven for us; the Apoſtle ſpeaks, 1 Pet. 5. 4. 


Having largely and particularly ſpoken to thoſe Points, I concluded both this - 


and other my Sermons (preach'd before theſe Condemn'd Perſons) with ſuitable 
Exhortations to them; whom I then conſtantly viſited, and to that purpoſe had 


them brought up twice every Day to the Chapel of Newgare, where I pray'd with 


them, and read and expounded the Word of Go n to them, which they ſeem'd 
to be very attentive to: And in my private Examinations of them ſeverally, 


they gave me the reſpective Accounts of their former Lives and preſent Diſpoſi- 


tions, which follow. 


1. Francis Golling, condemn'd for the Murder of Fohn Hutton, a Seaman. 


He ſaid, he was 21 years of age, born at Greenwich in Rent: That he had ſerv'd 


bis Apprentifhip with his own Father, a Waterman of chat Place; and after 
that went to Sea, and ſerv'd ſometimes in Her Majeſty's Royal Navy, and at 


other times op board Merchant- men, for theſe 8 years paſt. He confeſs'd, That 


he had liv'd a vicious Life, and committed ſome ſmall Robberies heretofore, as 
ſtealing Oars, Sails, & c. out of Watermen's Boats, Barges, Ligkters, &c. hut 
could give no account of them. And as to this barbarous and bloody Fact, for 


which he ſtood condemn'd, | perceiv'd he endeavour'd to extenuate and leſſen 


his Guile of it, ſaying» He did not commit it himſelf, nor laid violent hands upon 
the Decealed ; yet acknowledgꝰd, that he ſo far afliſted in it, that while ohn Shaw 
was knocking him down, and Peter Furlom cutting his Throat, himſelf was in the 


Boat with them, rowing along and ſeeing what they did; but knew not whether 


it was a premeditated thing in them; or, that finding an Opportunity to do that 
wicked Deed, it came on the ſudden into their Mind to do it. As for himſelf, be 
ſaid, he knew nothing before of the Man, nor of any Deſign they had either to 
murder or rob him, till he {aw them kill him and ſearch him, and take what they 
found about him. But he own'd, That himſelf took the Coat of that poor Man, 
as being beitet than that he had on, which he left in the room of. it; and then they 
all went away» and left the Boat, and the dead Man in it; Shaw and Furlow giving 
him 40 or 50 Shillings of the Money; he was not pofitive how much, for he did 
not exactly tell it. This is the Subſtance of what he confeſs?d to me, who found 
bim a ſtupity'd, har den'd, and obſtinate Sinner. While he lay under Condem- 


nation 


Prize, viz. an Immortal Crown of Bliſs avd Glory, propounded to au, 
=” A, gracious Reward for our ſincere Endeavours ' and conſt ant Labours i 
running the Race that is ſet before us, and making ful Sperd in the Way 
of GOD, aud in the Path of his holy Commandments, as the Scripture:

nation he was taken ſo ill, that one could hardly ſpeak tb him, or receive any 
Anſwer from him: And this his llneſs ( as'l ſuppoſe ) did ariſe, not ſo much 
from the Cloſeneſs and Loathſomneſs of the Condemn'd Hold or Dungeon he 
was kept in, as from the diſmal Fears and Horrors he felt in his Guilty Con- 
ſcience: Which may be a Warning, as to all other Offenders in general, ſo to 
Murderers in particular, who (I am afraid) do often out- ſin Mercy, in rejecting 
the Means of Grace, and dying without Repentance. Whether this was altoge- 
ther the miſerable Caſe of this unhappy Wretch, 1 will not here determine; but 
am ſorry 1 muſt ay, that from his whole Behaviour | could not obſerve he 
griev'd and repented as he ſhould have done. 
VB. Peter Furlow being apprehended and committed to Newgate laſt Wedneſday 
Night, I had him brought vp(with the Condemn'd Prifoners) to the Cnapel the 
next Morning: After Divine Service was over there, | took him with Goſt:xg into 
my Cloſet, and there the ſaid Gr/ling charg'd him home with the Murder of Fub:' 
Hutton; telling him to his face, I hat he cut the ſaid Hutton's Throat, after John 
Shaw bad knock?d him down, and broke his Scull. Which having ſaid, I ask'd Fur. 
low, M hat he ſaid to that? He anſwer'd, He nevir Jaw John Hutton, 797 John 
Shaw in his Life, nor was then in the Boat with Goſling. But Goſitng perſiſted in 
this his Declaration; and upon my Admoniſhirg him to ſpeak the Truth, what- 
ever it was, he proteſted (upon his Eternal Salvation, and as he was a Dying Man) 
That this Furiow was the very Per ſon that | 114 Hutton's Throat 144 he had ſaid be / Ore. 
2. William Whitmoze, condemn*d for Breaking and Entring She Houſe of 
Mr. John Mott, at midnight, and taking from thence two Braſs-Slays or Reeds, 
and one Wooden Shuttle, on the 13th of December laſt, He ſaid, be was about 
30 years of age, born at a Place calld Flywith in Mansfield Pariſh in Nottingham 
(hire: That he had ſerv'd his Appreutiſhip with a Weaver at Nottingham, and 
when out of his Time, liſted bimſelf a Souldier, and ſerv'd ſeveral Years in the 
Regiment of Dragoons under the Command of Colonel Howard and Major Law- 
recs, and was in tie Battel of Alma x, where he receiv'd ſeveral Wounds, and 
was taken priſone: &y the French: That being efrerwards ſet at liberty, ard 
come again iuto England, he return'd to his Regiment (then in Scotland) from 
which he was diſcharg'd about two Years ago: T bat when he had his D. ſcharge 
he came up to London, and then work'd at his Trade (as a Journey-man) 
with a Weaver in that place. He confeſs'd he was Guilty of the Fact 
for which he now jay ur der Condempation; and likewiſe of the two ſingle Felo- 
nies he was convicted of; but proteſted his Innocence of the other Felony he 
was tryꝰd for, and acquitted of, at the ſame time; which was, the Stealing of a 
_ Cloth:Coat from Mr. John 41a/on, Ard he further declar'd to me, That tho' 
he had been an ill Liver raany other ways, yet was not a Thief, till he became ac- 
quainted (in Hug iſt laſt) with the Perſon that made himſelf an Evidence sgainſt 
hign. Whether it was ſo or no, I cari'c tell; but this I know, Thet I found it very 
bard to work any good upon him, jo perverſe and ſo obſt inate he was. 


3. Joſeph Baily was indicted and condemn'd for three Robberies which he 1 


committed; Firlt, in Breaking the Houſe of Mr. Jon Hall, and ſtealing thence 
8 Shiris, end other Linnen, &. on the 17th of Odi ober laſt: Secondly, in Break- 
ing and Entring the Shop of Mrs. Karverme Hopley, and taking from thence ſeve- 
ral pair of Shoes, on the 12th of Heccimber laſt, in the Night- time: And thirdly, 
in ſtealing 2 great quantity of Thread-Stockings out of the Shop of Mr. IH. 
Allem on the 6th inſtant. The two former of theſe Facts he readily: confeſs'd, 
but the latter he at ſirſt deny'd, yet afterwards own'd his being Guilty of it. He 
ſaid, he was about 20 years of age, born in Barbican, in the Pariſh of St. Botolth 
Ader[gate, Lindun: That he wes bound Apprentice to a Weaver, but did not 
jerve out his time: TI kat he went to Sea, and foon after return'd to London, 
where he exercis'd the wicked rt of picking of Pockets, and ſo proceeded to 
Houſe- breaking; yet he ſaid, he never broke any other Houſe but thoſe- which 
the Evidence that caſt him, prompted him to, and he is now to die for. He con- 
feſs'd he had lived a looſe Life; breaking and prophaning the Lord's Day; 
Swearing, Curling, Drinking, and ihe like; and that by theſe, and all other his 
Sins, tie had ſo provok'd Gob, that he greatly fear'd the Puniſhment he deſery'd 
to undergo in the other World. And thus it generally proves with wicked Men,

did in broken Latin. Then J further deſir'd, That he _— let ne hear him ſay

who having greatly abus'd God's Mercy, find great cauſe to dread the Severity 
of his Juſtice 3 che thougbt of which muſt needs be moſt terrible, when Death 
is making its gaſtly Approach to them. Th 

4. Thomas Blank, condemn'd for being concern'd with the above-mention*d 
J-ſeph Baily, in Robbing Mrs. Hopley*s Shop; of which Fact he confe(s'd himſelf 
Guilty, bur at the ſame time proteſted it was the firſt of that nature he ever 
committed. He ſaid, he was 22 Years of age, born in Alder ſgate ſtreet, London; 
That he ſerv'd almoſt 5 Years of his Apprentiſhip with a Waterman at Greenwich, 
to whom he was bound for ſeven; and then ran away from his Maſter, having 
got the Foul Diſeaſe (the Fruit of his lewd Life) which he was not willing 
ſhould come to his ſaid Maſter's Ear; and ſo went to Sea, ſerving on board ſeve- 
ral Men of War; and at his Return made it his Buſineſs (as he had done before) 
to pick Pockets and pilfer. He was very ignorant, yet ſenſible he bad greatly 
offended G. OP” 6 FF 

5. John Bear, alias Davis, condemn'd for taking a Silver: hilted Sword, value 
3 |. from James Mercer Eſq; in High. Holborn, on the 14th inſtant, which he con- 
teſs*d. He ſaid, he was but 19 years of age, born in the Pariſh of St. Giles in the 
Fields; That he ſerved bis Apprentiſhip wich his Father, a Glover in that Pariſh = 
That afterwards he work'd Journey- work, but that was a very little time; for he 
grew idle, and gave himſelf to Pilfering,Pocket- picking, & c. owning particularly 
that he had ſtoln ſmall Sums of Money, ſeveral times, both from his Mother and 
Aunt. He confeſs'd alſo, that ſome Years ago he committed a Felony (viz. the 
Stealing 10 Sword-blades out of Mr. Thomas Jacłſon's Shop, on the 26th of March 
1712.) and was whipp'd for it; and after that proceeded to the commiſſion 
of a bolder and worſe Fact, which was, bis Aſlaulting Mr. Robert Hodſon on the 
Queen's Highway, and taking from him a Silver-hilted Sword, value 595. on 
che 25th of February, 1713. for which Fact he receiv'd Sentence of Death at 
the Old-bazly, on the 27th of the fame Month; and ſome time after obtain'd the 


QuEE N's gracious Pardon, which he pleaded there on the 12th of Auguit 


laſt 3 and (according to the Condition of that Pardon) was to tranſport himſelf 
wichin fix months after, out of HER MAJESTY*s Dominions in Europe. But 
it ſeems he was not like to have comply d with that Condicion; for tho? the 
time was near expir?d, yet he could not poſitively ſay that he had, as yet, looks 
or made any Proviſion for his Paſſage. He was very ignorant, and could got 
read; nevertheleſs he ſeem'd to have ſome good Deſires, and begg'd of me to 
pray to Go p for him. 3 Ee 

6. Thomas Jay, condemn'd for Breaking the Houſe, not of Mr. John Cham- 
berlain, (as he ſaid) but of Mr. Chamberlain's Mother, on the 1ſt inſtant, and 
taking from thence ſome Linnen, three Cloth- Coats, and other Wearing Appas 
re}, belonging partly to her, and partly to the ſaid Mr. Chamberlain her Son. 
He ſaid, he was ſomething above 23 years of age, born at Fawnham in Hereford-

hire: That he never learnt any Trade, but ſerv'd ſeveral Gentlemen as their 


Footman, alternately, firſt in the Country, and then here in London and Weſt 
mir fler, and laſt at Greenwich; and never ſtole any thing from them, or any re- 
lating to them, except Mrs. Chamberlain, whoſe-Daughter, (Mrs. Overton) that 


then lodg'd at her Houſe, he had formerly been a Servant to. Which Robbery 


he committed when in Drink, and out of meer Spight and Revenge 
as thinking he had been too hardly us'd in that Family, tho? not by his Miſtreſs, 
who (he ſaid) was a very good Miſtreſs, and very kind to him. And this he 
proteſted was the very firſt FaCt of this nature he ever did, and was now heartily 
torry he had done it, and. humbly begg'd Pardon for it. | | | 
F. Francis Collings, alias Howell, condemn'd for Stealing a Horſe of Mr. 

Milli am Far vis. He ſaid, he was about 21 years of age, born at Lernſter in the 
County of Meath in Ireland: That he was born, brought up, and reſoluꝰd to die in 


the Romiſh Religion; and ſo deſir'd me to force nothing upon his Belief, but only pray 


for hu Soul. 1 told him, That 1 was earneſtly concernꝰd for his Eternal Salvation, and 
therefore would of er nothing to him but what was purely tending to it. And here I 
ask*d him, Whether he could Pray? Whecher he could ſay the Lord's Prayer, or any 
Prayer? He faid, He could (ay his Credo, and that was the only Prayer (as he 
call'd ic) he knew by heart. I deſir'd he would rehearſe it before me, which he

ſion of believing; and further recommending their departing Souls to the All-
